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Presidential Plate Numbers 


HOUGH the Presidential series as 

a whole, has not yet been com- 

pletely issued, the last sixteen va- 

rieties to appear in a few weeks, 
the plate number collector is already 
confronted with 327 plates made for this 
issue. Of these 234 plates are for the 
sheet stamps; 59 for the sidewise coils; 
14 for the endwise coils; and 20 for the 
booklet panes. It is doubtful if all will 
ever appear as a few were of experi- 
mental character and aside from the ex- 
perimental plates the manner of use in- 
dicates that many plates may not appear 
before some months. 

The average collector only occasionally 
encounters any of the coil or booklet 
plate numbers as these come only on cer- 
tain stamps and then only sufficient of 
the number appears to make identifica- 
tion frequently difficult. The sheet 
stamps are arranged in three layouts: 
I. The normal 400-subject plates with 
plate number opposite the outer corner 
stamp of the four panes, resulting in 
four positions of each number. II. The 
electric-eye 400-subject plates having the 
number located opposite the third stamp 
down (or up) from the outer sheet cor- 
ners. III. The flat plates of 100 sub- 
jects having the plate numbers appearing 
at top only, on each side of the arrow 
and centerline. 

Type I (as we shall call them here) 
plates were made for all varieties from 
4c to 50c. Type II is found only on the 
2c Adams. Type III is found only on 
the dollar values. The Type I differs in 
no major detail from the similar rotary 
press plates of the old 1922-37 regular 
issue except that all numbers are spaced 
.14 of an inch out from the stamp instead 
of .07 as formerly on most of the old 
issue. This was done to avoid the per- 
forations cutting the number as hap- 
pened frequently and was a favor to col- 
lectors and the Philatelic Agency. Type 
II has the usual red dashes vertically 
between panes but is so readily recog- 
nized that no further data is necessary. 
Type III is a variation of the way plate 
numbers are to be found on other bicol- 
ored stamps of the United States. These 
dollar stamps being printed in two col- 
ors require a separate plate for printing 
each portion of the design appearing in 
a different color, resulting in each sheet 
going through the presses twice and as 
each plate has its number, each sheet has 
two plate numbers located over the fifth 
and sixth stamps of the top row of the 
sheets. Only the dollar values are issued 
in the full sheet as printed, the other

values being cut into postoffice panes of 
100 before being issued. 

In printing the rotary press stamps 
two plates are used together, resulting 
in packages of sheets having only two 
plate numbers in them, alternating the 
two numbers. Also only the same posi- 
tion is found in the same package, i. e., 
the lower right panes of plates 21873-74 
of the 144c might be found in the pack- 
age in a Georgia post office, while the 
lower left panes might never appear at 
that postoffice as those packages were 
shipped elsewhere. Which makes it fre- 
quently a difficult matter to complete 
sets of the four positions of the plate 
numbers.

Different combinations of the dollar 
values numbers will be found as more 
than one frame plate and one center 
plate of each was sent to press, but this 
does not necessarily mean that all com- 
binations will exist. 

The exact layout of the coil and 
booklet plates of the Presidentials is not 
yet known, but if they follow that of 
previous such issues, the usual varieties 
can be expected. As a rule the coil cut 
from the top of the sidewise coil sheet 
will show a trace of the number above 
every 17th stamp, the stamp to the 
right of the joint line (formerly termed 
guide line). If the coil is cut off-center 
towards the top, then a larger portion of 
the number will appear. Usually only a 
third to a half of the number is found 
and only on a very rare freak cutting 





would the whole number be found. Any 
stamp bearing enough of the number to 
be identified is collected. The number is 
placed on the plate below the last stamp 
in the bottom row, but for some reason 
these positions are rarely found, possibly 
due to their being cut off in course of 
printing. The plate number on the end- 
wise coils occurs to the left of the stamp 
above the joint line and may also be 
found to the right of the stamp below 
the joint line (the number being placed 
opposite stamps 10 and 141 in the 
plates). Sidewise coil plates are of 170 
subjects consisting of 10 horizontal rows 
of 17 stamps. Endwise coil plates are of 
150 subjects, 15 horizontal rows of ten 
subjects. 

Booklet pane numbers appear much in 
the same form as the coil numbers, only 
part of the number appearing. These 
are found to either the right or left of 
the corner stamp of panes, usually each 
pane in the book having a number, if 
the top pane has one. 

The first plate made of the Presi- 
dential series was No. 21823 in April, 
1938, for the lc stamp, this being the 
first of the series whose die was com- 
pleted. 26 plates were completed of the 
lc before the next denomination plates 
were commenced. 12 plates for the 1%c 
followed; then 6 for the '%c; then four 
for the 2c Adams; 2 more for the 1c; 
then 2 for the 1c sidewise coil and last 
in the first group of April plates, 16 
plates for the 3c Jefferson. From then 
on the number of plates rapidly mount- 
ed. Of the values from 4c to 15c four 
each were made, but not in their order 
of denominations as some dies were 
ready before others. Above the 15c we 
find some having only two plates made, 
due to the limited demand expected for 
these. From the list of plate numbers 
given here, it can be easily determined 
which stamps are most commonly used. 
Surprising was the use of more than one 
plate of each of the dollar values. One 
pair of plates had lasted the $5 1923 
issue for its entire 15 years of issue, as 
had one plate for the $2 1923. 

In the following checklist the number 
of each plate is given. Dashes do not 
indicate numbers are inclusive. The 
numbers in boldface are numbers that 
have gone to press by the first of Decem- 
ber and these of course can be expected 
to appear any time in post office stocks. 
The dates given in parentheses are the 
months in which the plates were manu- 
factured. The electrolytic plates are

method and it is argued that stamps 
from these plates have a slightly differ- 
ent appearance. Whether or not this will 
ever be recognized by catalogues is de- 
batable, but we include this information 
in the list. Plates it will be noted, seem 
to be selected for printing without any 
regard to sequence of plate numbers. 
Thus the two plates for the 1c sidewise 
coil made in April, still had not gone to 
press in November, though two plates 
made for that stamp in July were sent to 
press that month. Note that the four 2c 
Adams plates made in April were not 
Electric Eye plates and that all made 
since then are Electric Eye plates.

Swedish Plan 21 Stamps 


The California Collectors Club advise 
us that Sweden is planning to issue 21 
new stamps during 1939. In January will 
appear two commemoratives, 15 and 25 
ore, in honor of P. H. Ling, founder of 
the Swedish Gymnasts.

Chinese Postal Service 
Carries On 





A clipping from the Dayton (O.) Her- 
ald submitted by S. Morton Shulman 
tells how, despite the handicap of a ma- 
jor war, the Chinese postal service has 
continued to transport and deliver mails 
with few and slight delays. One instance 
is cited of mails being delivered in a few 
days between two cities on the Lunghai 
Railway, though the two cities were im- 
portant bases for the opposing forces. 
The reason Chinese stamps have contin- 
ued to appear from districts now occu- 
pied by Japanese military forces is ex- 
plained as due to the postal service being 
unprofitable and also having foreigners 
in the executive positions. The Japanese, 
saddled with the heavy war expense, ap- 
parently did not care to add the postal 
deficit to their budget, so the green- 
uniformed Chinese Republic postal mes- 
sengers continued to carry out their 
duties, with few casualties and little 
interference recorded. Censors of both 
sides open all mails and frequent delays 
in delivery of mail are blamed on their 
activities. 

The Japanese are using numerous 
special cancellations of a pictorial nature 
to commemorate their “civilizing mis- 
sion” which they insist is not war. The 
cancels however, depict very warlike 
scenes.

Eight plates were made for the Dela- 
ware stamp, Nos. 21952-59 and all went 
to press before the stamp was issued. 
The 192 subject printed sheets were cut 
into postoffice panes of 48 stamps. 








The first coin-operated meter ma- 
chine was reported being placed in use 
in the lobby of the Stamford, Conn., 
post office in October, 1936. Slots per- 
mit the insertion of pennies, nickels and 
dimes to prepay on any one piece of 
mail a total of 64c. The experiment was 
reported as being successful and im- 
proved models have remained in use 
ever since. 





“I have several of the new bicolored 
Special Delivery Air Mails with the 
Blue emblem off center, in fact, it is 
considerably to the right of the stamps,” 
writes H. Waldo Dietrich of Claring- 
ton, Ohio, who wonders if this is un- 
usual. We’ve mentioned it before, but 
repeat again in reply to Mr. Dietrich 
and other readers who ask this question, 
that variations in the position of the 
central portion of a stamp printed in 
two colors are not unusual, and are in 
fact very frequently seen. This is be- 
cause each colored portion is printed sep- 
arately and due to the manner of print- 
ing such stamps, perfect registration is 
difficult to achieve in printing them. 
Only if the vignette touches or over- 
laps the frame can the stamp be con- 
sidered unusual. The value, even then 
is increased only slightly as such print- 
ing freaks are considered as oddities, 
not as errors. 





The Treasury Dept. on Nov. 26, 1938, 
approved an amendment to the act 
passed earlier this year permitting the 
illustration of U. S. postage stamps. The 
new amendment simply makes clear that 
stamps on stamped envelopes and postal 
cards may also be illustrated. Why the 
amendment was necessary is not clear as 
the original act said “stamps” and did 
not specify adhesive stamps or specific- 
ally exclude the non-adhesive stamps. 





A sheet of the 1c Presidential having 
three horizontal rows with double paper 
is reported by Max G. Johl in Stamps. 
It is reported as being such 4 fine speci- 
men of this that to see the beginning 
and end of the double paper it is neces- 
sary to hold the sheet up to light. Double 
paper varieties are occasionally found on 
the rotary press U. S. stamps. This sort 
of variety occurs due to a break in the 
roll of paper in the press; the two ends 
of the break being carefully joined by 
having a third piece of paper pasted 
over them. The pressure of printing as 
well as the care with which the repair is 
made makes detection frequently diffi- 
cult. The stamps are of course some- 
what thicker due to having double thick- 
ness of paper.

Editor’s Notebook 


A SOUND Most stamp exhibitions dif- 
MOTIVE fer in few details, some are 

well planned and others are 
not; some show stamps that you and I 
have or hope to have, and others show 
the kind we can only gaze upon with 
much the same feelings as a tourist in a 
museum. In the lattery category is the 
exhibition held this week-end in the 
Naldorf-Astoria Hotel by’ Y. Souren, 
New York dealer. Mr. Souren is a stamp 
dealer, but this display was arranged as 
if he were a dealer in antiques or objects 
of art, a point of view new to philatelic 
merchandising. As far as value the dis- 
play matched many an art dealer’s best 
showing and for beauty and interest the 
items shown could hold their own against 
any old masters—though we admittedly 
would be a prejudiced judge of that. Less 
than 100 items were shown, yet their 
value was believed in excess of $100,000. 
Now why this display of philatelic wealth 
other than from a publicity standpoint? 
Here is Mr. Souren’s explanation as pre- 
pared by Elizabeth Forman, eee rela- 
tions counsel: 

“The stamp show on Jan. 6-8 is to be 
made an affair unlike anything which has 
ever been attempted in this country and 
perhaps anywhere in the world. The dis-

play will be on view in a parlor of one 
of America’s greatest hotels. The envi- 
ronment will be one of culture and dig- 
nity, quite as though masterpieces of 
painters, or age-old tapestries, or famous 
antiques, were being shown. And why 
not? Stamps are miniatures of the en- 
gravers’ profession. Such miniatures, in 
the form of U. S. postal issues of rarity, 
are objects of art and not stamps only. 
When philately and its engraved prod- 
ucts are installed, in public estimation, 
on the same high plane on which great 
paintings and antiques rest today, the 
hobby will have been advanced pro- 
foundly in that public estimation. This 
is the thought behind the selection of a 
place like the Waldorf with its atmos- 
phere of quiet elegance. 

“Mr. Souren concedes that it is an ex- 
periment—but, looking into the future 
and comparing philately with painting, 
sculpture and kindred arts, he maintains 
that stamp collecting has arrived at the 
mature point where such experiments are 
timely and the cost of conducting them 
justified. 

“Inasmuch as the exhibit will be 
wholly non-commercial—as no sales will 
be made, nor will discussion of sales be 
encouraged—the query arises as to what 
is Mr. Souren’s objective? Why should 
he spend hundreds of dollars to display 
some stamps and at the same time re- 
fuse to sell those stamps while the show 
is in progress? What can he expect to 
gain in the long run? 

“These are logical questions if one is a 
skeptic. The answers, as Mr. Souren 
gives them, may be regarded by some as 
idealistic but they are simple in the 
light of his confidence in philately’s 
future as constituting a hobby which it 
should be possible to make attractive, 
through intelligent thinking and plan- 
ning, to the thousands of wealthy Ameri- 
cans who today are spending in the ag- 
gregate vast sums to acquire, not stamps, 
but such art treasures as have been men- 
tioned, as paintings, tapestries, busts, an- 
tiques. 

“If a broad stamp-buying clientele of 
this character can be developed, as Mr. 
Souren theorizes, the height to which 
philately can be raised is almost limit- 
less. It is a long-range view—and it is 
one, in the opinion of veteran observers, 
which deserves thoughtful study by those 
serious collectors and dealers who love 
the hobby and expect to profit from it 
either intellectually or financially. 

“If such is his true objective, as he 
declares it is, he is aiming at it not alone 
by publicly showing the stamps from the 
Crocker collection but also by making 
certain that each person who attends the 
exhibit carries away with him what will 
be one of the most elaborately executed 
catalogs ever prepared. This artistic cre- 
ation will reproduce every postal treasure 
on display, and each illustration will be 
accompanied by the description given 
the stamp at the London auction and 
there will be supplementary information 
of special interest to collectors of U. S. 
scarcities. In other words, the booklet is 


designed to make the recipients rarity- 
conscious and at the same time to em- 
phasize

It is a truth that 
in proportion to the number of its fol- 
lowers our hobby probably has fewer 
wealthy members than expected. That 
this is true is evidenced by sales of rari- 
ties of U. S. stamps of which only half a 
dozen copies exist for sums in a few 
hundreds of dollars, as witness the re- 
cent sale at New York of an outstanding 
collection of the very finest U. S., which 
however brought prices averaging only a 
third of catalogue. For beauty and his- 
toric interest most stamps, particularly 
the early issues, can far outshine any of 
the old masters. It has been said that 
there is no medium giving better oppor- 
tunity for the finest artist than steel en- 
graving and many a stamp proves that. 
If Mr. Souren’s theory proves correct and 
our rare stamps are elevated to a par 
with collections of painting, tapestries 
and antiques, philately will benefit tre- 
mendously. To most of us the benefits 
will come indirectly, it is true, and not 
necessarily in financial form.

AN EXAMPLE 


Quite some time back I went to great 
lengths trying to explain what could 
happen when one general issue of stamps 
is passing out of the picture and another 
is appearing in regards to precancels. We 
now have a concrete example. Late last 
fall I traveled over to KENT, O., to a 
little stamp meet held there by the local 
club. While there I picked up a few 
copies of the Ic Presidential precancelled 
in the large familiar rubber handstamp 
of Kent. Just this week I received copies 
of a new type which was just received at 
the Kent office. It looks like a metal 
handstamp of the U-120 style but the 
lines are close together, no doubt to al- 
low for DATING. Looks very similer to 
the new LIMA type. So therefore, Pres- 
idential precancels from KENT in the 
old rubber handstamp type have all the 
earmarks of being scarce.

If you 
run across one of these box-roller pre- 
cancels and it shows the initials of the 
user and a month-year date, what then?

BRAPEX A Success 


Aside from the manner of issue of the 
souvenir sheet, the Brazilian Philatelic 
Exhibition (termed BRAPEX) was con- 
sidered quite a success. 1,200 frames 
were on display, 267 U. S. American col- 
lectors being represented. More than 
150,000 persons visited the show the 
New York Times reports, which explains 
why the 50,000 souvenir sheets placed on 
sale caused a practically endless line of 
would-be purchasers. One sheet only was 
sold with each admission ticket. From 
the appearance of sheets seen, the stamps 
were hurriedly printed, possibly the 
original printing being enlarged to meet 
the unexpectedly large demand.
